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Label of the Month: An apparently short- 
lived label which appeared in 1920 is our 
entry this month. The label is Arrow. One 
shown is Arrow 512 which couples Bedouin 
Love Song (304) with Rocked In The Cra- 
dle Of The Deep (302), both by W. Glenn, 
basso with orchestra. The label is black with 
all printing in gold. Credit at the bottom is 
to Arrow Phonograph Corp., New York. Our 
illustration is the only specimen seen to date 
and belongs to Perry Armagnac. 

We can offer some data about the label 
and its producer. In the December 1919 issue 
of Talking Machine Journal an ad appeared 
announcing a forthcoming "New Lateral 
Record" made by the Liberty Phonograph 
Company with executive offices at 1836 Eu- 
clid Ave., Cleveland, Ohio, and laboratory 
at 16-18 W. 39th St., New York City. In the 
March 1920 issue another ad announced the 
new record, named Arrow, and listed num- 

l>ers 501 through 512. Company credit at 
the bottom of this and later ads was: Arrow 
Phonograph Corp. (formerly Liberty Phono- 
graph Co.), 1836 Euclid Ave.. Cleveland. 
Laboratory, 16-18 W. 39th St., New York. 
In April 1920 another ad listed numbers 513 
through 518. Next month's ad repeated a 
listing of all 18 issues and after that no more 
is to be heard from Arrow nee Liberty. 

To date, we have not established whether 
the Arrow issues are masters from any other 
labels or their own recordings. If the latter, 
we have not yet found out if their masters 
reached other outlets. Most of the 18 Arrows 
listed seem devoid of jazz interest. Six sides 
do, however, appear possibly to be of jazz 
content. These are Arrow 502, At The Jazz 
Band Hall/Bluin' The Blues; Arrow 503, 
Slim Trombone/My Lovin* Eskimo; Arrow 
504, Lassus Trombone /Beale Street Blues. 
All these titles are by the Futurist Jazz Band. 
If Arrow masters are from other Label's mas- 
ters, the possibility exists that these may be 
Synco Jazz Band sides from Pathe. Some of 
the same titles are on that label by the Synco 
group. Also the Jazzazza Jazz Band on Oper- 
aphone and related labels shows some of 
these titles as well. We believe that most (if 
not all) sides on Operaohone are actually 
from Pathe anyway 

and so they may all be by the Synco 
outfit. We also have the tide B/uiV The 
Blues on Arto 9003 as by the Synco Jazz 
Band which may or may not be the same as 
versions of that tune on other labels. If not, 
this is another possible source of the Arrow 
issues. 

So much conjecture is unavoidable since 
the records in question are not readily avail- 
able for comparison and we must speculate 
until we find copies of some of these records 
to compare aurally. If any of our readers 
have been able to do so we would very much 
like to hear from them as to what results the 
comparisons revealed.

Here is Che first complete listing of the recorded works of Hubert Prior Vallee, one of 
America's most versatile and accomplished entertainers. 

Tracing a career that spans over five decades, Kiner chronicles Vallee' s work from its 
infancy in 1921 through his most popular era in the late 1920s and early 1930s into the 
war years of the 1940s and on into the next thirty years. All known Vallee recordings 
that were ever issued or intended for issue as commercial releases are listed. Also 
included are unissued recordings, private recordings, radio broadcasts and soundtracks, 
as well as "private issues" that were produced in sizable quantities. Each entry 
contains as complete a citation of a disc's production as possible, including: date, 
type, and location of performance; orchestral accompaniment with number of instruments 
and vocalist; song title and songwriter's name; and record size/rpm/label name, catalog 
number/matrix number, and take designation. 

The book contains illustrations, a preface by the artist himself, as well as indexes 
for Vallee songs, 78 rpm single records, LP records, conductors, costars, musicians who 
worked in the Connecticut Yankees, and his motion pictures and radio series. All are 
published here for the first time. 

This first complete discography of Rudy Vallee 's recordings will be of great interest 
to both fans and collectors of American popular music. 

Al Jolson first appeared on the Broadway stage in 1911, after having crisscrossed the 
country on the vaudeville circuit since before the turn of the century. A smashing 
success, he was signed to his first recording contract, and from then until hi9 death 
he recorded hit after hit. At the apex of his career, in 1927, he appeared in "The 
Jazz Singer," in a role that immortalized him and signaled a revolution in Hollywood. 
The Depression and the advent of radio brought about a decline in Jolson' s popularity. 
After World War II, the movie "The Jolson Story" laid the groundwork for a comeback 
that rocketed Jolson back to the top of his profession. When he died in October 1950, 
his fans, fearing his records would disappear forever from the catalogs, besieged 
record shops. However, Jo 1 son's recording career was just beginning. Today, more than 
three decades later, literally dozens of LPs of the man's work, including studio 
recording sessions, radio broadcasts, movie soundtracks, and hour upon hour of 
previously unheard performances are available to fans and collectors. "The world's 
greatest entertainer," as Jolson was billed, is still a most sought-after commodity.

Many of roh great successes have been 
with tunes he has himself composed. They 
might best bo described as folk songs with 
a rhythm and blves boot. Like oil folk music, 
the important thing for Fat* is that they tell 
a story. He gets his titles from colloquial ex- 
pressions that hove become part of everydoy 
speech, like "Alnf That A Shame"? "Poor 
Mo"? "Don't Blame That On Ms", and "I'm 
In love Again. " A* he puts it 1 "I write tunes 
about what people say. Whatever you soy, 
if it sounds catchy. I put in a tune. Some- 
times I'll bo talking to a friend, and he'll say 
something that sounds good, so I'll call out, 
'Pot that down, it's a song'." 

A* entertainer like Fats just doesn't "hop- 
pen". His talent Is the result of a lifetime 
of hard work and application. He was born 
Antoine Domino on February 26, 1929, in 
New Orleans. Although he was the only one 
of 9 children to show- an interest in music 
the family was not an unmesfcal one. His 
father was a violinist and his* undo had 
played with such famous joxz aggregations as 
those of Kid Ory and Oscar Celestin. 

Fats first disployed his musical talents when 
he was barely out of short pants. One of his 
cousin* left on old upright piano with the 
family. The youngster was fascinoted with the 
instrument and, in no time, he was able to 
pick out simple melodies, ty the lime he was 
10, he was ploying the piono and singing 
for pennies in the local honky fonks. But in 
order to keep body and soul together he had 
to go to work io bodspring factory to help 
support tho family. But every chance he 
to play tho piano, he jumped at it. Howe' 
on accident almost put on end to his musical 
ambition*. One of the heavy springs at the 
factory fell and gashed his hand. Several 
stitches were necessary, and there was even 







a question of his being able to move it again. 
By sheer force of will and adherence to a 
rigid set of exercises, he gradualty regained 
the use of his fingers and was able to ploy 
the piano again. To this day he carries a long 
thin scar os a painful reminder of
